HEALTH’S  ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1920. 

Gentlemen, 


MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF 


I  Leg  to  present  herewith  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ended  December  31st  1920. 

The  Registrar- General  has,  as  has  been  his  custom  since 
1916,  again  undertaken  the  estimation  of  the  Civil  population  of  the 
District.  On  this  occasion,  seeing  that  demobilisation  is  now  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  complete,  he  has  estimated  the  population  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  the  Births  and  Death’s  rates  in  equal  terms,  and  &is  figures 
are  3113* 

BIRTHS:- 


The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  62,  of 
which  34  were  Males  and  38  Females,  and  the  British  Birth  Rate  per 
1000  population  is  consequently  19.9.  as  compared  with  26.4.  for  the 
whole  of  England  and  Wales  in  the  same  year. 

DEATHS : -  . 


There  were  51  deaths,  38  Males  and  23  Females  and  the  net 
Death  Rate  is  1G.3,  as  compared  with  12.4.  for  the  whole  of  England  a 
and  Wales  in  1920. 


In  regard  to  this  comparatively  high  Death  Rate  I  would 
draw  your  attention  to  the  number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  l.e, 
17.6 of  the  whole,  and  to  the  fact  as  set  out  below  that,  of  the 
total  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  in  1920,  8O70  were  n imported1' 
cases,  that  is  these  persons  came  here  while  already  suffering  from 
the  disease;  In  consequence  of  this,  which  ofetains  year  after  year, 
out  Tuberculosis  rates  and  our  Death  rates  must  continue  abnormal. 


Four  persons  died  under  the  age  of  one  year,  giving  an 
Infant  Mortality  rate  of  04.5.  per  1000  births  registered,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  a  rate  of  80.0  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  in  1920. 

The  causes  of  these  four  deaths  were  Premature  Births 
2.  Convulsions  -  1.  and  Bronchitis  -  1.

Of  the  SO  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  10  certainly  came  hero 
as  already  indicated,  suffering  from  the  disease,  and  indeed  the 
majority  of  these  came  BECAUSE  they  were  so  suffering. 


The  four  cases 


of  Diphtheria  occured  in  different  localities,  Two 
ir  January  one  in  February,  and  one  in  May.  Two  were  fatal.  All  were 
treated,  and  successfully  Isolated  at  their  own  homes,  other  members 
of  the  families  being  further  protected  by  Antitoxin. 


No  sanitary  defect  was  discovered  to  account  for  any  of  them. 


The  one  oase  of  scarlet  Fever  occured  in  November  and  was  of  an  ex 
ceedingly  mild  type.

General  INSPECTION  0E  THE  DISTRICT. 


In  addition  to  inspections  made  in  special  circumstances 
I  made  a  gen  -ral  inspeotion  of  the  whole  District  in  June  and  Nov. 
with  your  surveyor,  and  the  general  sanitary  condition  was  found  to 
be  satisfactory.  TLere  are  no  Common  Lodging-Houses,  no  Offensive 
des  and  no  special  Indust dry  in  the  District.

HOUSING. 


Twelve  new  Louses  were  built  during  the  year. 

TLe  Lousing  of  Artisans  is  good.  TLe  air  space  is  and  gen¬ 
eral  cleanliness  of  the  Louses  and  their  surroundings  are,  good. 

There  are,  as  mentioned  in  my  report  for  1918,  some  twenty 
Louses  which  are  most  undesir  able  in  size  and  construction  and  which 
in  some  cases  very  nearly  approach  being  altogether  unfit  for  hab¬ 
itation.  owing  to'  the  continued  shortage  of  Louses  there  is  a  tendancy 
to  overcrowding  in  many  cases,  two  families  frequently  occuping  one 
Louse,  for  the  simple  reason,  that  they  cannot  otherwise  obtain  shelter.
